Swiss fliers spotted the wreck- 
age Sunday on the 15,781-foot Al- 
pine Peak, Western Europe's high- 
est.

crashed at a height of about 15,- 
000 feet.

India Advised Tibet's Boy Ruler And 
Cabinet Still Control Asian Capital 


NEW DELHI, India, Nov. 6—</P) 


—India has been advised that Tib- 
et's 16-year-old ruler, 
the Dalai 


Lama, and his government of Bud- 
dhist priests still control Lhasha, 
the Tibetan capital. 
This report Sunday from India's 
representative in Lhasa, Dr. S. Sln- 
ha, contradicted persistent rumors 
stemming from 
Tibetan traders 
that the boy ruler' and his elderlv 
regent. Takta Rimpoche, had fled 
; before invading Chinese Commun- 


ist armies. 
Dr. Sinha's report heartened of- 


ficial sources who had felt that 
the swift collapse of the Tibetan 
^government was imminent. The In- 


j dia government had told Dr. Sinha 


India would give asylum to any 
legitimate refugees from Tibet. 
Of the military situation,, the 


• report said only that Communist 
troops were regrouping for fur- 
ther attacks after the capture of 
Chambo, major caravan center 350 
air miles cast and north of Lhasa. 
In a report a week ago Dr. Sln- 
ha had reported a Red Column 
within 250 miles of Lhasa. Sunday's i 


message did not mention this force 
nor did it mention a second Chin- 
ese column reported moving on 
Lhasa from the north.

-,;• Speaking at the convention of 
the Texas Motor Bus Association, 
Calvert noted that while this dol- 
lar increase is obvious, there has 
been a decrease in administrative 
costs on a percentage basis. 
He said that 10 years ago, admin- 
istrative costs took 7.4 cents of each 
tax dollar. Now the figure is 6.75. 
"Most of the money collected by 
the state goes back to the people 
in services," Calvert said.

System Crowded 


HOUSTON, Nov. 
»f-UP)—Offic- 
ials of the State Prison today said 
the number of convicts is increas- 
ing so rapidly the system soon may 
face a severe housing shortage. 


Members of the state 
prison 
board said it may be necessary to 
ask the state legislature next year 
for $2,000,000 for construction of 
new cell blocks. 


•The board held its regular bi- 
monthly meeting here today. 
French Robertson, Abilene board 


member, said the system's inmate 
population has increased 93 per 
cent the past five years. The cur- 
rent, population was placed at 6542. 
Prison General Manager O. B., 
Ellis said there will be 7000 convicts' 
in the system within six months if 
present trends continue. 
"Something must 
be 
done to 
avert a convict housing shortage," 
he said. 
Robertson suggested a new cell 


block for 600 inmates be construct- 
ed at the Eastham State Prison 
farm, north of Huntsville. 


He said he believes the legisla- 
ture also should be asked for ap- 
propriations for construction of a 
hospital for criminally insane con- 
victs. Such inmates now are hous- 
ed in the prison hospital area at 
the system's main unit at Hunts- 
ville.

Guard officers 
said 360 guardsmen will be retained 
for duty at Fortaleza jail, and some 
others will be kept In reserve. 


Some 400 of about 600 persons ar- 
rested In a roundup of Nationalists 
and suspected sympathizers follow- 
ing last week's rebellion and the 
attempt on President Truman's life 
by two Puerto Rlcan Nationalists, 
were expected to be released within 
48 hours. The others face further 
questioning and possibly formal 
charges. 


The two-day registration ended 


Sunday was conducted in perfect 
calm. 
Officials said the nearly 


complete total 
was 
151,152—far 
greater than expected. The regis- 
trants included 70,358 women and 
82,156 men.

last week's violence and proved

Marshall Tells Industry Leaders 
Military Orders To Take Up .Slack 


SEA ISLAND, Ga., Nov. 6.— 
UP)—Secretary 
of Defense Mar- 
shall said mflltary orders will be 
great enough in the months Im- 
mediately ahead to take up any 
slack in industry caused by the 
government's emergency controls. 


He gave that assurance to 90 
industrial leaders attending a bus- 
iness advisory council of the de- 
partment of commerce. 


Four-Year Program. 


His speeech was off the record, 
as were all the council sessions, 
but 
reporters 
learned 
Marshall 
said: 
"He is drawing up a four-eyar 
program 
of military production 


caljTng for a steady rate of build- 
up"'to rearm the United 
States 
and 
Allies. 
The plan now is 
about half finished. 
It will attempt to schedule even- 


ly the flow of military orders to 
prevent temporary shutdowns or 
layoffs.

•Marshall did not estimate how 
deeply the'- defense 
effort 
will 
bite into civilian goods product- 
ion, but his remarks served to al- 


lay fears that civilian cutbacks 
might bring a temporary "reces- 
sion" in early 1951 until military 
production hits its stride. 


Both government and industry 
leaders welcomed the disclosure a 
four-year 
munitions program is 
being worked up. The absence of 
long-range estimates of how much 
material and plant capacity will 
be needed has handicapped the 
National Production Authority in 
setting up a pattern of industry 
controls. 


Marshall indicated a third sup- 
plemental 
military appropriation 


to be asked when congress re- 
convenes this month will not be 
great enough to compel sudden 
new slashes in civilian produc- 
tion. 


The secretary, it also was learn- 
ed, is not yet prepared to make 
an estimate 
of how much the 


United States should plan for de- 
fense for fiscal 1952, starting next 
July 1. Some officials have estl- 
needed, but other guesses have 
ranged considerably lower. 


Communist imperialism swallow up 
free peoples one by one." 


Truman, who came home to cast 


his ballot, appeared for a big vote 
Tuesday in the national elections, 
plugged gains of the Democratic 
national administrations since 1933 
and warned of "Communist imper- 
ialism."

"there has been a steady drop in 
the percentage of eligible voters 
In the United States who go to 
the polls and vote on election day. 
."It is a disturbing thing that on- 


ly about one out of three eligible 
voters took the trouble to vote in 
the last mid-term election in 1946. 


"Voting Is not only a right; It Is 
duty—a serious patriotic duty. 
I hope that every eligible voter 
In the United States will go to 
the polls tomorrow, and make cer- 
tain that his family and his neigh- 
bors go to the polls, too."

war," he added. "Let me recall the 
Soviet Union's battle. against such 
interventions and how those wars

SUB-ZERO WEATHER ALSO 
SLOWS UN UNITS; 'HOSTILE 
CONTACT' CITED WITH CHINA 


SEOUL, Korea, Nov. 6—UP)—American troops In northwest Korea 


this afternoon recovered a half-mile of ground lost to a morning Com- 
munist attack and fought bitterly for no gain in the northeast against 
an enemy newly identified by General MacArthur as Chinese Reds. 


Elements of two U. S. Divisions holding the bridgehead area north 


of the Chongchon river near Korea's West coast recovered the territory 
lost to the Reds six miles north of Anju. 


They had be«n shoved back an estimated half-mile by two batta-

PERIL 


Any 
thinking 
German 


must lie awake nights, fac- 
ing the nightmarish possibil- 
ity that his country 
might 


disappear off the map, hav- 
ing gone down the Russian 
gullet. A few years ago such 
an idea would have seemed 
fantastic. Germany was not 
only the strongest state in 
Europe, but she terrified her 
neighbors. In the two world 
wars it took the 
combined 


efforts of a large part of the 
rest of the world to pull her 
down. Now Russia and her 
vassal, Poland, 
own 
large 


parts of Eastern Germany, 
including East Prussia and 
Silesia and such cities as 
Koenigsburg, 
Stettin 
and 


Danzig. The Soviets 
have 


half of Berlin, and 
clearly 


desire to merge their zone of 
Germany into the Russian 
state. But for American re- 
sistance, this would already 
have been) accomplished. 
It 


still could happen. 


The 
disappearance 
of 


Germany would surpass in 
importance everi the reduc- 
tion of the historic Austrian 
empire into a petty > region, 
hardly more than 
Vienna 


and its suburbs. Only once 
in history has there 
been 


such a dramatic end of a na- 
tion. That was the destruc- 
tion, almost in a single mo- 
ment, of Assyria, the terror 
of the ancient Orient. Af- 
ter the fall of its capital, 
Nineveh in 612 B|. C,, the As- 
syrian nation utterly disap- 
peared from history. Could 
that be the fate of Germany? 


SPARE BODY PARTS 


A report to the American 


College of Surgeons says 
that the problem of storing 
whole human blood for long 
periods has 
been 
solved. 


Dr. A. G. Jessiman and Dr. 
Carl W. Walter of Harvard 
Medical School say, blood 
has been successfully frozen, 
under high pressure; 
with- 


out damage 
to its 
living 


cells. 


It has long been known 


that living organisms can be 
kept in a 
dormant state 


while frozen, and 
will be 


none the worse if the freez- 
ing and thawing can be ac- 
complished without mechan- 
ical damage caused by the 
swelling which accompan- 
ies freezing. 
Fish, whose 


cells seem to be adaptable to 
this swelling action, 
often 


spend the winters 
of 
the 


north country frozen in the 
ice, and swim away in the 
spring .as though 
nothing 


had happened. Previous at- 
tempts to 
freeze 
human 


blood have only resulted in- 
ruptured 
cells, 
however, 


even as the blood cells in an 
ear are ruptured if it is bad- 
ly frost-bitten. Under refrig- 
eration, as blood is now kept, 
the storage limit is three 
weeks. 


The first significance of 


the discovery of successful 
freezing method is for blood 
itself. If equipment can be 
made available for general 
use blood banks would be- 
come vastly 
more 
useful. 


But the discovery has an 
even greater 
significance. 


The two Harvard scientists 
s^aid the process also could 
be used to store blood vessels 
for use in repairing damage 
from accident 
or 
illiness. 


This suggests the possibility 
tha't 
other 
essential body 


tissues also could 
be pre- 


served in 
the 
same way. 


Some day the surgeon might 
have at his disposal spare 
parts for the human body.

Quick action by Night Clerk A. 


R. Greer probably saved the lives 
of several of the 20 or 25 who were 
In the hotel when the fire started. 
Th strong north wind blew flames 
and sparks for blocks but no other 
buildings were ignited. 


A group of firemen were posted 


on buildings to the north of -the 
hotel and wet dowr. the roof tops. 
A constant vigil also was kept on 
buildings to the south and west. 
Fortunately the buildings to the 
south were considerable' distance 
away from the hotel fire. 
. At the peak of the fire the two 
departments were playing 15 lines 
of hose on the conflagration. All 
the Corsicana equipment was at 
the -scene and Ennis sent a pum- 
per and a full crew of men. 
Fire Chief, Howard Bivlns' said 
he hod no idea how the fire started. 


Bivins said he put In a call for 


help to the Ennis department as 
soon as he saw how big the fire 
was. The Ennis truck arrived in 
a very short time. 


> Quarters occupied by the Western 
Guarantee Loan Co., and the John- 
son, Optical Co., were almost col- 
pletely ruined by the blaze and wa- 
ter as were three other 
offices 
which were unoccupied. 
.Greer said he first knew of the 
fire when he received a call from 
a man In a room on the third floor, 
He said he didn't remember his 
name.

smoke," Greer said, "and that he 
thought the fire was In the room 
third floor." 


The night clerk rushed to the 
noor and the roomer told him he 
thought te fire was in the room 
next to his.

He slammed the door and yelled 
fire while running back to his desk. 
Noting the room keys on the rack 
he called each occupied room by 
telephone; 


"I was sure there were six or 


eight in bed and after I called 
them I counted as

clown," he said. 


The room where the fire broke 
out, according to Greer, was rented 
to A. E. Cox. The night clerk said 
he was not In his room at the 
time of the fire. 


"I believe he was out to supper," 
he said. 


According to the night clerk tha 


fire spread so fast that few if any 
of those registered were able to 
remove anything from their rooms. 


"We had time to get out, all 
right," he said, "but we didn't have 
time to carry anything out." 


Firemen 
were handicapped by 
the cold, high wind and a few 
minutes after they started pouring 
water on the blaze 
they 
were 
drenched. 


The flames, 
propelled by the 


high wind, shot into the air and 
were visible for miles. State Hlgh- 
wav Patrolmen Jack Galnes and 
Henrv Tucker said they saw the 
fire lighted sky about 15 miles 
from Corsicana.

Other motorists who were pass- 


ing through 
Corsicana also re- 


ported thev had seen the flames 
leaping into the sky from several 
miles out. 


At one time the fire gained such 


headwav that it lighted the area 
for. several blocks. Mail in a post- 
al box In the lobbv was not dam- 
eged a postal official said. 
Shortly after thc fire broke out 


lights In the western part of the 
city went out. Service was restored 
In a short time. 
Street lights along part of Main 
and Beaton streets were out the 
rest of • the night. 
A crowd of several 
thousand 


gathered at the scene and shivered 
as they, watched the flames eat 
away at one n* the city's oldest 
permanent buildings.

Results Of Anhydrous Ammonia's Use 
In County Will Be Determined Soon

A fertilizer experiment begun In 


this area last spring will show ag- 
riculturallstss soon just how much 
it pays—in the long run—to apply 
anhydrous ammonia. 
Small doses of the gaseous, nit- 


rogen 
fertilizer were applied 
by 


groups of farmers earlier this year, 
throughout the county. How the 
fertilizer compares with legumes 
as 
a nitrogen builder and 
crop 


booster will be made known within 
the next month or so, It's reported. 


There's one thing certain, though; 
it costs about three times as much 
to add nitrogen to the soil if com- 
mercial fertilizer is used. A USDA 
report says nitrogen can bo 
put 


into 
the soli for five cents 
per 


pound if it is done by plowing un- 
der a legume crop. It costs about 
15 cents per pound if the nitrogen 
is purchased "by the sack." 
Another thing, the government 


puts up about 65 per cent of 
the 


farmer's cost under 
the 
legume 
program; and no assistance Is pro- 
vided for nitrogen fertilizers sucn 
as anhydrous ammonja. . 


Despite 
this, however, a large 


number of farmers used the new- 
type fertilizer this year. And agri- 
cultural leaders are anxious to see 
what results were made with It.
